But 
as the Baltimore convention draws 
nearer, it is a good guess that Clark 
and Foss will be talked of more than 
any other combination.

All this, of course, makes for de- 
lightful uncertainty. The state house 
newspaper men never know when 
something is going to happen.

| possible.

Disfranchisement 

Senator Tinkham says that the new 
redistricting bill disfranchises 43,- 
000 people in the new Boston district, 
which, by the terms of the Dill, is 
made heavily and hopelessly Demo- 
cratic. The Eleventn district history 
is the most interesting im politics. Ten 
years ago it was cut out for Colonel 
Melvin O. Adams, president of the 
Revere Beach and Lynn railroad. But 


Governor Foss, then a Republican, 
stepped in and took the Republican 
nomination away from Colonel Ad- 
ams. 


This discouraged the machine men 
so that when John A. Sullivan, now 
chairman of the Boston finance Com- 
mission, came up as the Democratic 
nominee they turned to and elected 
Sullivan. Sullivan was twice elected 
and then Peters, the present con- 
gressman, took the job. 

The district is hopelessly Demo- 
cratic all right, and the disfrancL.se- 
ment of which Senator Tinkham com- 
plains is probably no worse than it 
has been since the old district was 
drawn. 

Engineering Problem 

When Governor Foss suggested last 
year that drawing the new districts 
was an engineering problem, the pol- 
iticians laughed as if it were a mighty 
joke. And yet Senator Barnes of Wey- 
mouth, who belongs in the party of 
the scoffers, soberly remarks that the 
district lines were drawn north and 
south where possible, and east and 
west when the north and south lines 
could not be drawn. 

There are plenty of gerrymander 
charges, but it is probably true that 
no districts could ever be drawn which 
would not cause somebody to say that 
a gerrymander had been made. 

Picture Law 

A little picture show law has just 
gone into effect which is calculated to 
add somewhat to the safety of run- 
ning the ever increasing number of 
shows. The new act provides that no 
person under the age of 21 shall op- 
erate a moving picture machine. The 
act was passed upon the representa- 
tion that it was general practice to 
employ very young men or even boys 
for this purpose, whose presence of 
mind might not be adequate in case 
of any accident. The law is not a 
penal statute. It merely says that no 
license shal] be issued to a minor. 

Motors For Officers 

A little change in the service of 
civil processes has been effected by a 
new act which says that hereafter an 
officer who has oc° 4'on to use a horse 
and carriage may hire a motor car. 
But the distance traveled must be in 
excess of two miles and not more than 
twenty miles.

HIS PROGRESSIVE POLICY. 


His Personal Efforts to Reduce Cost of 
Efficient Service Bring Results—Busi- 
ness Methods Applied—Economy and 
Efficiency Commission Fought by 
Democrats. 


President Taft more than any of his 


predecessors in the White House has 
given strict attention to placing the 


government upon a business basis as 
regards its receipts and expenditures. 
Economy and éfliciency became one of 
the cardinal! policies of his administra- 
tion as svon as he entered upon the 
presidency, and it was well for the 
country that this was so, for his ad- 
ministration inherited a deficit in the 
treasury of $58,000,000, which has now 
been transformed into a surplus of 
$30,000,000. The average citizen and 
taxpayer will be interested in this 
fact, because the problem which con- 
fronted the president at the outset, al- 
though upon a gigantic scale, was 
similar to that of the ordinary shop- 
keeper or business man, farmer or

ROOSEVELT 


Three Times indorsed Canadian) ANDOVER 


Agreement In Public Speeches, 
SQUARE DEAL QUE TAFT. 


No Choice as Between Candidates For 
Presidency on This |Issue—Roosevelt 
Also Declared Payne Tariff Law Best 
Yet Passed by Congress. 


Theodore Roosevelt is on record 
three times in public speeches as in- 
dorsing the Canadian reciprocity pol- 
icy of President Taft. This issue is 
now dead through the failure of Can- 
ada to ratify the trade agreement on 
the ground that the United States 


| would derive the greatest benefit from 


its provisions. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that the farmers of the country 
are not generally aware that Mr. 
Roosevelt so thoroughly approved of 
Canadian reciprocity when it was a 
live issue. Canadian reciprocity was 
voted for by Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike when it was before Con- 
gress, and as between Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Taft in the present campaign 
for the HKepublican nomination for 
president there is no choice on this is- 
sue. 

In connection with his public ut- 
terances on the tariff Mr. Roosevelt 
has also joined Rresident Taft in say- 
ing that the Payne tariff law, while 
by no means perfect, is nevertheless 
“the best tariff law yet passed by con- 
gress” under the olc system of making 
such laws. Of course President Taft 
and Mr. Roosevelt are both now com- 
mitted to the tariff commission plan of 
revising the tariff. and Mr. Roosevelt 
has given President Taft credit for ad- 
vocating this commission plan from the 
beginning.” 

; “Uphold the Hands of Taft.” 

Mr. Roosevelt's indorsements of Ca- 
nadian reciprocity were as follows: 

In a speech at Grand Rapids, Mich.. 
Feb. 11, 1911, he said: 

“Here, friends in Michigan, right on 
the northern frontier, I have the pecul- 
iar right to say a word of congratula- 
tion to you and to all of us upon the 
likelihood that we shall soon have 
closer reciprocal tariff and trade rela- 
tions with the great nation to the 
north of us. [Applause.] And I feel 
so pleased primarily because I wish to 
see the two peoples. the Canadian and 
the American peoples, drawn together 
by the closest ties on a footing of com 
plete equality of interest and mutua} 
respect. [Applause.] I feel that it 
should be one of the cardinal policies 
of this republic to establish the very 
closest relations of good will and 
friendship with the Dominion of Can- 
ada.” [Applause.] 

In a speech before the Republican 
club of New York city,: delivered at 
the Linco'n day dinner at the Waldorf 
hotel! on Feb. 13, 1911, he said: 

“I want to say how glad I am at the 
way in which the members of the clul 
here tonight responded to the two ap- 
peals made to them to uphold the 
hands of President Taft, both in his 
effort to secure reciprocity. with Can- 
ada and in his effort to secure the for 
tification of the Panama canal. 

“And in addition to what has been 
said about reciprocity with Canada | 
would jike to make this point: It 
should always be a cardinal point in 
our foreign policy to establish the clos- 
est and most friendly relations of equa! 
respect and advantage with our great 
neighbor on the north. And I hail the 
reciprocity arrangement because it rep 
resents an effort to bring about a clox 
er, a more intimate, a more friendly 
relationship of mutual advantage on 
equal terms between Canada and the 
United States.” 


Gives President Credit. 

At Sioux City. Ia., on Sept. 3, 1910. 
Mr. Roosevelt said: 

“I. was particularly pleased witb 
what the president (Taft) said in his 
letter on the subject of the tariff com- 
mission. A number of senators and 
congressmen have for some years ad- 
vocated this as the proper method of 
dealing with the tariff. and I am glad 
that the country now seems awakened 
to the idea that a tariff commission of. 
fers the only solution of the problem 
which is both rational and insures the 
absence of jobbery. The president 
(Taft) from the beginning advocated 
this commission. * * * 

“There is another feature of the tar- 
iff law. and it points our course in the 
right direction. the maximum and min- 
imum provision, and bere again I wish 
to point out that the value of the pro- 
vision has depended largely upon the 
excelent work dows & the adminis- 
tration in the negotiations with the 
Dominion of Canada, which were the 
most difficult of all. and yet In my 
eyes the most important because I. es 
teem it of vital consequence that we 
should always be on relations of the 
highest friendship and good will with 
eur great and growing neighbor in the 
north.” 

At Sioux Falls. S. D.. on the same 
day Mr. Roosevelt said: 

“I think that the present tariff 
(Payne law) is better than the last 
(Dingley law) and considerably better 
than the one before the last (McKinley 
law). but it has certainly failed to give 
general satisfaction.” 

From these quotations from Mr. 
Roosevelt's speeches It is therefore at+ 
parent that there can be no choice us 
between President Taft and Mr. Roore- 
velt on these issues.

A Way Out for Punchard 


The announcement published in the 
Townsman last week of a proposal 
on the part of the trustees of Phillips 
Academy to provide free scholarships 
for boys who desire to take a college 
course was not exactly clear in one 
particular. Some people have as- 
sumed that this meant an offer that 
was.immediately available, but such 
is not the purpose of the trustees of 
Phillips Academy. 

The trustees of Phillips Academy, 
along with all other observers of the 
high school problem in the town, rec- 
ognize that it is impossible for the 
very best results to come from the 
present arrangement. Their equip- 
ment is today so attractive to the ave- 
rage boy who wants to go to college 
that Punchard stands a slim chance 
of holding its own in securing that 
class of students. Relieved of the 
problem of college fitting, and the 
high school of Andover could be re- 
vamped into an institution of ines- 
timable value in the training of those 
boys and girls who either do not want 
to go to college, or who are not fitted 
for the college life or the college 
training, but who are peculiarly 
adapted to the mechanical and indus- 
trial activities. The offer of the 
Academy trustees is made at this time 
that the way out, so far as boys are 
concerned, may be seen by the 
School Committee, and by those who 
are interested in the educational prob- 
lem in Andover. To put it into effect 
at once would be to still further 
weaken Punchard and make even less 
effective the present course of study, 
and the present training that is be- 
ing given there by the teachers and 
the trustees. 

The problem of what to do with 
the girls who want college education, 


or who want to go farther in their. 


studies than the high school can ever 
offer, is also one that must be taken 
into account before the ‘present edu- 
cational work that takes care of both 
boys and girls can be discontinued. 

The offer by the trustees of Phillips 
Academy is a most generous one, and 
cannot. help being of great aid to 
those who have this matter in charge, 
as they adjust conditions for the best 
good of the future citizens of Ando- 
ver. 


“Soaking” the Smal] Auto Owner 


A report has been made during the 
past week by the legislative commit- 
tee having the matter in charge, in 
favor of a change in motor fees. The 
Boston Globe’ makes the following 
clear statement of how the new law 
will operate: 


“The bill as presented by the com- 
mittee does not follow the recom- 
mendation of the Governor as made 
before the committee at the State 
House. Instead of the burden falling 
upon the owner of the high powered 
cars, the bulk of the increased fees 
will be paid by the owners of the 
smaller powered machines. 

“The bill as reported for the motor 
vehicles makes increases wherever 
there seemed to be a chance to gather 
an extra-dollar. For motor cars of 
10-horse power or less the fee is 
placed at $5. Then the bill provides 
that all cars over that figure shall 
pay a fee of 50 cents per horse power. 

“This means, of course, that. all 
cars now paying $5 that range be- 
tween 10 and 20-horse power will be 
jumped from that figure as high as 
$9.50 when power runs to 19. That is 
a jump of nearly 100 per cent for this 
class of cars. The cars registering 
between 20 and 30 at present pay $10. 
The new ruling will increase the fees 
as high as 50 per cent. 

The cars between 30 .and 40 now 
pay $15, so the lowest car in this 
class will pay that sum and the high- 
est $20. That is an increase of 25 
per cent. The cars from 40 to 50 
now pay $20. The lower of this class 
will pay the $20 and the higher $25. 
All over 50 now pay $25. As most 
of the cars in this class are about in 
the 50-horsepower, the figures remain 
practically the same. 

“There is a_ still more noticeable 
way to show how the burden rests, 
not where it was supposed to, but 
on the owner of the small and the 
second-hand cars. Last year there 
were more than 10,000 cars registered 
at the $5 fee for being under 20- 
horsepower. 

“In the class paying $10 for cars 
between 20 and 30 horse power, there 
were more than 15,000 cars registered. 
There were 5500 cars registered at 
the $15 fee for 30 to 40 horse power, 
3250 for $20 at 40 to 50, and 481 at 
$25 for 50 and over. : 

“So there were more than 25,000 
cars registered under 30 horse power 
paying the $10 fee. There were less 
than 10,000 cars in all classes above 
that. Therefore, as there will be the 
same number registered this year, at 
least, there will be 21-2 times as 
many owners paying the increase in 
the lower class as in the higher class. 

“As the classes go up, the men with 
the big cars will be paying in some 
instances just the same as they do 
now, so for them there will be no 
increase. On the other hand, there 
will be about 15,000 or more, or just 
50 per cent of the owners who will 
have their fees about doubled. 

“So with nearly 70 per cent of the 
cars in the smaller classes subject to 
an increase, the sums secured from 
these owners will be larger than that 
from the other 30 per cent.” 


It is not difficult to now under- 
stand the attitude of a member of 
the committee when this discussion 
was going on. He is known as the 
“millionaire Democrat” in the Mass- 
achusetts Legislature, and when some 


objection was.made to. the proposed 
bill that it bore hard on the poor 
man he queried, “What right has the 
poor man to have an automobile, 
anyway?” Associated with this atti- 
tude is the statement generally agreed 
to by all Boston papers that have 
commented upon this proposed law, 
that the law as reported was prepared 
by Col. Sohier of the Highway Com- 
mission. Again it is not difficult to 
understand why the poor, down- 
trodden owner of a 60 horse power 
Pierce-Arrow is protected, for this 
distinguished gentleman is one of the 
most influential members of all of 
the 60 horse power organizations, who 
is using the Highway Commission as 
one of his pastimes. 

No more unfavorable proposition 
has been brought before the Legisla- 
ture for a long time than this pro- 
posed law controlling automobiles. 
The above figures show very clearly 


that the middle class man who has 
always been the balance wheel of | 
American life and always must be, 


gets one more rap from those who 
control certain legislation in Massa- 
chusetts. If the Legislature approves 
this bill every man who votes for it 
deserves to be kept at home next year. 
The cars that ruin the roads are the 
cars owned by the men who can af- 
ford to buy powerful 40, 50 and 60 
horse power machines, and who, af- 
fording to bity these machines, can 
also afford to pay every charge that 
legitimately belongs to them. The 
suggestion of Governor Foss, whose 
early advocacy of this change is the 
basis of legislation, did not contem- 
plate anything of the sort ; 
reported by the legislative commit- 
tee, and if passed by the Legislature, 
a good, strong veto will be due from 
him, as a fore-runner of the veto 
which the people themselves should 
place on this sort of legislation when- 
ever they have an opportunity. 


A Sad Spectacle 


The country has neyer seen such a 


situation in any one of its great po- 


litical parties as that which confronts 
the Republican party in the present 
national campaign.

Theodore Roosevelt. It seems to be 
of no avail to quote that gentleman 
in his endorsement of President Taft, 
in his high praise of that gentleman 
as a statesman, a citizen, and a man, 
yet we cannot refrain from quoting 
what he said about President Taft 
the year that he made him President: 
“If there is one body of men 

more than another whose support 
I feel I have a right to challenge 
on behalf of Secretary Taft, it is 
the body of wage workers of the 
country. A stauncher friend, a 
fairer and truer representative, 
they cannot find within the bor- 
ders of the United States. He 
will do everything in his power 
for them except to do that which 
is wrong: he will do wrong for 
no man, and therefore can be 
trusted by all men.” 

Such quotations as this are not con- 
fined to the statements that were 
made previous to the last presidential 
election, but for two years after, they 
filled the columns of the newspapers 
to a greater or less extent, just as full 
of praise and just as full of cordial 
regard. It was not until that gentle- 
man decided that he must himself 
again hold the centre of the stage 
that he found what a bad man the 
present chief executive is. Then be- 
gan the torrent of abuse of the man, 
of his official acts, of his friends, of 
his supporters. The masses believe 
him. They follow blindly every state- 
ment he makes, changed though it 
may be between morning and night. 
Voting as they believe, they are a 
factor in the present fight that makes 
the thinking citizen pause and con- 
sider carefully how important the 
present question is in choosing a Re- 
publican candidate, 

No more foolish position could be 
taken than that which many people 
are taking who insist that Roosevelt 
is, the only Republican who can be 
elected. better a thousand times that 
no Republican should be elected than 


that such views as this man is ex- 
pressing, such doctrines as he is 
preaching, such language as he is 


using, should be endorsed by a great 
nation whose rulers have been thus 
far made up of calm, temperate, even- 
minded and high-minded American 
citizens.

Frank Garand of Cambridge Drowned 
While Fishing. Body Recovered 
by Local Police on Tuesday 


With the discovery of the body of 
Frank Garand of Cambridge in 
Foster's Pond on Tuesday by the 
local police, some of the circum- 
stances in a rather peculiar drowning 
accident were brought to light. 

The man, of whom little is known 
here, came to Andover last Saturday, 
going to the camp of a Mr. Andrews 
of Boston, who was a friend of his. 
The visit had been pre-arranged by 
both men, and the understanding was 
that Mr. Andrews, who is a ticket 
seller at the North Station in Boston, 
was to come out on Sunday., He did 
come, and on reaching the camp, 
found signs of Garand’s having been 
there. The doors were unlocked, 
food which the latter had brought 
with him was found in one of the 
rooms, but nothing was seen of the 
man himself. Mr. Agdrews was not 
alarmed, however, as his friend had 
frequently visited there before, and 
knew many of the campers around 
the pond, and he took it for granted 
that Garand was visiting at some 
other camp. Having little time at 
his disposal he returned to Boston at 
night without having seen Garand. 

When the latter failed to report at 
his work the next morring, Mr. An- 
drews became alarmed and came 
again to Andover, finding the camp 
in exactly the same cendition in 
which he had left it. He noted also 
that some fishing poles were gone, 


and came to the conclusion that 
Garand had been drowned while fish- 
ing.

“A BRIGHT EASTER DAY 


Sunshine, Spring Weather, and Tune- 
ful Services Mark Andover’s 
Easter 


Easter Day was as grey and dis- 
agreeable as anyone could have 
feared, and also as warm and sunny 
as anyone could have wished. The 
sudden changes in the temperature 
and general weather conditions kept 
many possessors of new Easter finery 
in a state of uneasiness lest proph- 
esies as to storms be fulfilled and be- 
coming hats and gowns be ruined i 
consequence.

for the Alumni,” and pointed out five 
traits which either have been created 
or, if existing, have been more fully 
developed in the past members of the 
school because of their four years 
in Punchard.

The Old Country 


As many of the readers of the 
Townsman come from Ireland, Scot- 
land and England, they may like to 
hear what I say about home. 

As to Ireland, I quote from a news- 
paper article: 

“In an article reviewing the condi- 
tion of real estate business in the 
United Kingdom, as shown by the 
transactions of the year 1911, the 
London Economist refers to Ireland 
as having exhibited far more distinct- 
ly than any other part of the country 
an improved state of things. ‘In Ire- 
land,’ says the Economist, ‘the magic 
of prosperity has wo:ked wonders, 
and the mere fact thar the tenants 
own their lands has produced an en- 
ormous increase in agricultural indus- 
try and prosperity.’ This statement 
is in accord with the observations and 
narratives of visitors to Ireland for 
some time past. The land purchase 
legislation enacted by Parliament af- 
ter so many years of agitation has 
amply vindicated the ciaims of those 
who so earnestly and persistently 
urged that reform of the system of 
land tenure was the one most vital 
need of the country. Foremost among 
the names of those whose influence 
was exerted in behalf cf this wise and 
salutary policy should be placed that 
of John Stuart Mi'l; how much 
misery and how much political dif- 
ficulty and danger might have been 
obviated had his counse!s been heeded 
seventy, instead of twenty yéars ago, 
it is impossible to compute.” 

Scotland has had a good crop of 
potatoes, and as they are just sixty 
shillings per ton of 2240 lbs., (which 
means fifteen dollars for thirty-seven 
bushels) these potatoes are being 
sent to this country, thousands of 
tons of them, and after the stupid 
duty is paid for this food of the peo- 
importers have made lots of 
money on their venture. An estimate 
of the quantity of potatoes grown in 
the little country of Scotland may be 
difficult to state, but the quantity 
shipped.to this country this year, tells 
us that potatoes grow in the old 
country. It may here bc mentioned 
regarding potatoes that London res- 
taurants are particular as to the size 
of the tuber as well as to quality. 
Two potatoes are served with the 
small steak or mutton chop at the 
mid-day meal of the thousands of 
clerks and others who breakfast and 
dine at home. The two potatoes 
with this mid-day lunch are 
boiled .in their “jackets” and are of 
a good. medium size, no: too big and 
not too small. These ckhaice potatoes, 
being picked as to size and quality, 
Many people 
said to me lately that these imported 
potatoes were small in size although 
good to eat. So it may be that the 


i “slow, stupid” Scotch shippers have 


got a good price for the choice po- 
tatoes sold in London and then a 
gocd price for the smaller ones sent 
here, I have for thrse weeks had 
two Irish potatoes every day; they 
are small but of fine quality. Ireland, 
England. France and Scotland all 
send potatoes to the London market. 
I quote as follows from the Boston 
Journal of April 13: 


The Railroads, Their Operatives and |

A “fireside campaign” has been un- f 


dertaken by the Committee of Rail- 
road Managers, who are in contro- 
versy with the locomotive engineers 
on the subject of wages. Pamphlets 
containing the demands of the men 
and the answer of the railroads are 
being sent broadcast throughout the 
territory affected. . 

The railroads’ pamphlet is ad- 
dressed to all railroad employes, rail- 
road shareholders, bondholders, and 
the public. 
read carefully, and let your families 
read it,” is the request made by the 
roads. “What the Men Ask, What 
the Railroads Reply,, What the Pub- 
lic Thinks,” is the homely title of 
this unique booklet, which indicates 
the lengths to which the railroads 
are going to see that the public and 
all railroad employes are fully in- 
formed of this wage controversy, 
which the roads say threatens bank- 
ruptcy for a number of the lines. 

While the engineers are circulating 
a strike ballot among the employes 
of the different lines, the Manage- 
ments of the railroads are putting in 
the hands of the employes in train 
service this pamphlet, which, in addi- 
tion to the demands of the men and 
the roads’ reply, contains editorials 
reprinted from a number of the coun- 
try’s leading newspapers. It is being 
sent to the bondholders, shareholders, 
members of Boards of Trade, Cham- 
bers of Commerce, and other com- 
mercial bodies in the territory in 
which the tailroads affected by the 
engineers’ demands operate. 

Never before in a concerted wage 
movement has the side of capital 
come before the bar of public opinion 
to pleod its case along the usual 
lines adopted by the railroads. It 
was learned this week that 100,000 
copies of the “fireside” booklet had 
already been mailed, and it is ex- 


pected that more than a_ million 
copies will be circulated before the 
week is over.

It is my opinion that the late Sir 
Robert Peel’s sliding scale should 
be applied to potatoes. This means 
that whenever the price rose above 
one dollar per bushel, no import duty 
would be charged from other coun- 
tries. 

One thing is certain, the consumer 
pays the tax. Every time I eat my 
two Irish potatoes I am paying for 
the tax on potatoes. 

I must now say something about 
England. From my trainirfg and way 
of thinking, I never think of Ireland, 
Scotland and England as being three 
countries. You may just as well say 
that Rhode Island, New York and 
Vermont are three distinct countries. 
All Scotchmen look upon the three 
countries as one nation, and all home 
rule or freedom in locat, or as we put 
it here, in state affairs, does not make 
us less American, The cry just now 
for home rule in Ireland if wanted 
by the majority of tke Irish people, 
will make for union anid not for sepa- 
ration. 

London being the ceutre. it is nat- 
ural that the Imperia! Parliament 
should be theie. Llova George, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, bring- 
ing in his annual budget, tells us that 
he has a nest-egg over of thirty-three 
million dollars, and a3 he _ looks 
around at the men who wish -+to put 
a tariff on corn, wheat and beef from 
America, says, “This we have without 
taxing the food of the people.” Jt is 
wonderful to think of this Lloyd 
George as a little orphan boy brought 
up by his uncle, the village cobbler, 
whose income did not permit him to 
buy butcher meat, and as Mr. George 
quaintly puts it, “We were for ten 
years strictly vegetarians.” To think 
that Lloyd George would break down 
forever the power of the heridetary 
House of Lords, pass an old age 
pension bill, and then a compulsory 
insurance bill requiring thousands of 
civil service officials to manage, and 
in the middle of the miserable coal 
strike to say that the British Empire 
was prosperous, Referring to. this 
country Mr. George said, “There is 
only one disturbing fxctor, the presi- 
dential election, but I cdo not think 
that is going to have a very serious 
effect on the trade ci the United 
States. That is full cf hope for our 
trade here.” 

The world is a biever thing than 
the stand-patters think it is.

Obituary 


HENRY SMITH ROBINSON 


Henry S. Robinson, the son of 
Charles and Clarissa (Ramsey) Rob- 
inson, was born in Meredith, N. H., 
January 22, 1831. He fell into the 
last quiet sleep at his home in An- 
dover on Thursday, April 4, 1912. 

Mr. Robinson began his business 
career in 1847 as assistant engineer 
of the Hamilton Mfg. Co. Lowell, 
where he remained two years, taking 
then the position of chief engineer 
at the York Mills, Saco, Me., which 
position he filled for six years. 

In 1885 he married Miss Mary 
Muzzy of Searsmont, Me., a young 
woman of rare beauty of character, 
keen insight and brilliant mind. His 
married life was very happy, and 
though Mrs. Robinson was an invalid 
for many years, this need of care on 
his part but increased the steadfast- 
ness and tenderness of his devotion 
until she was released from her suf- 
fering in May, 1885. By this mar- 
riage there were four children, one of 
whom died in infancy; one son, 
Joseph M. Robinson of Malden, and 
two daughters, Mrs. John Alden and 
Miss Mattie F. Robinson of Andover, 
are still living. 

From 1855 until the breaking out 
of the Civil War Mr. Robinson was 
in business with his brother James 
as consulting engineer, in Clinton, 
Mass. In 1862 he enlisted in the 
36th Mass. Regiment as a_ private, 
but was soon made a lieutenant, In 
1863 he was wounded at Blue Springs, 
Tenn. The nature and severity of 
the wound precluded any possibility 
of return to the service,—and, indeed, 
Mr. Robinson was a lifelong suffferer 
from this wound,—a suffering which 
he bore with characteristic cheer 
and fortitude. \ 

After his recovery he served the 
Pacific Mills in Lawrence for eight 
years as consulting engineer, and 
then went into business for himself, 
establishing the Robinson Boiler 
Works in Boston in 1873. His busi- 
ness, by the intrinsic merit of his 
work and the painstaking interest 
which che gaye his clients, grew 
steadily, requiring several enlarge- 
ments of his manufacturing facilities. 
After a fire in 1892 which destroyed 
his plant, overtures for consolidation 
were made to him by the Atlantic 
Works, and a union of the two firms 
was effected. Mr. Robinson was 
made president, which position he 
held at the time of his death. 

In 1894 Mr. Robinson married Miss 
Julia Underhill of Derry, N This 
was a singularly happy marriage, 
whose mutual devotion and care made 
life a constant joy, and their home a 
place of delight to a large circle of 
friends. 

Such are the outward facts of this 
life that for eighty years went in and 
out before men to do the will of God 
But it is the motives and ideals of 
this life that are of still larger in 
terest. 

Mr. Robinson was a sagacious, suc- 
cessful business man of large experi- 
ence, accurate knowledge, and dis- 
criminating judgment, He was a 
generous, kindly friend, of quick in- 
sight into character, whose interest 
in human need was genuine, and 
whose hand never faltered nor failed 
when he had the power to help. He 
was the maker and lover of home 
which he made a place of refuge and 
comfort and joy,—a devoted husband 
and father whose love and care 
gripped and held like hoops of steel. 
Ite was the consistent Christian man 
whose confession of the ideals of life 
in Jesus Christ inspired the motives 
and controlled the deeds of a long 
life. These are great things for one 
man to say of another, and what is 
more, they are éxtremely*ostly qual- 
ities as they are wrought out through 
the discipline of daily life—but in the 
measure of a man they were true of 
Mr. Robinson. Ile was a royal 
spirit, living loyal’to the best as he 
saw it through all his life

Whatever the 
circumstances, meeting Mr. Robinson 
was like the tonic of the ocean breeze, 
and one left him either cheered by his 
bright quaint sayings, or helped by his 
sympathy and kindness. Friendly, 
genial, cordial, generous, hospitable, 
just, and upright, he was a type of the 
old- fashioned manhood which vis fast 
passing away, and which Andover or 
any town or city can ill afford to lose. 
Mr. Robinson helieved = in- civic 
righteousness, and took a keen inter- 
est in all that concerned his town, 
state, and nation. 
I see him now surrounded by

bath school. A hearty handshake and 
a bright and pertinent remark greeted 
each boy as he entered the class, and 
caused him to himself with a 
smile on his face as well as on the 
faces of his classmates. Mr. Robinson 
was a “Chinese Gordon" to those 
boys! The open house which he kept 
for them on holidays in his hospitable 
home with the family that proved the 
saying “Like father, like child,” the 
walks which he planned for them and 
other classes of boys and their friends, 
the hearty interest which followed 
those boys in sickness and health, the 
employment found, the financial aid 
wiven if needed, in short, the whole 
souled interest which took in the boy, 
his family, and his friends. 

The newly-married couple were 
gladdened by a call from him, and as 
they answered his ring, remarking 
that he was rather old-fashioned, he 

‘hung up his coat in preparation to 
spend the evening, and they never for- 
got that social call.

New Law on Weights and Measures 


William C. Crowley, sealer of 


weights and measures, has*been noti-. 


fied concerning the new law relating 
to the method of weighing and meas- 
uring which goes into effect next 
Saturday. 

Under this law the use of the dry 
measure will be curtailed and_ many 
commodities must be sold by weight. 
The new system is, in part, as fol- 
lows, and is based on a bushel of each 
commodity:

According to the provisions of 
Chapter 246, Acts of 1912 of the Leg- 
islature, which takes effect on April 
13, vegetables, nuts, and fruit from 
that date must either be sold at re- 
tail by weight or numerical count. 
The law will be enforced throughout 
the entire state by Commissioner 
Palmer, the head of the Weights and 
Measures department of the Com- 
monwealth. ‘ 


Commissioner Palmer is planning 
to work in conjunction with the seal- 
ers of weights and measures of the 
various cities and towns. The state 
officials are liable on and after April 
13 to drop into a store or stop a 
pedler’s team, and not only confis- 
cate dry measures, but also cite the 


owner into cone 
The new la wis as follows: 


Chapter 57 of the Revised Laws is 
hereby amended by striking out sec- 
tion 21 and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 


“Section 21. All fruits, vegetables, 
and nuts, except as hereinafter other- 
wise provided, shall be sold at retail 
by dry measure, -weight or numerical 
count, and all fruits and vegetables 
for which a legal weight has been 
established shall be sold at retail only 
by weight or numerical count. Who- 
ever violates any provision of this 
section shall forfeit a sum not ex- 
ceeding $10 for each offense.”
